O'Neal orig- 
mally bought the Santa Margarita 
Ranch from Marco and Juan Foster, 
sons and heirs of Don Juan Foster.

“The Duty of a King.” was the sub- 
ject of an interesting preached 
yesterday by the Rev. Nash at the 
Universalist service in the Walker 
Auditorium building.

Becoming in youth an 
object of interest, and laying then 
and throughout, the long wait of three- 
score years for the crown, qualities of 
maniiness and thoroughbred dignity 
which attracted confidence and esteem, 
in spite of lapses and excesses which 
were easily condoned as well-nigh in- 
evitable under the compulsory idleness 
of his rank. He was better known per- 
sonally when he ascended the throne 
than any of his contemporaries, and 
the world felt a sort of parental] solic- 
itude for his success. :

LOS ANGELES, May 8. —-Tro the 
Editor of The Times.] My Dear Sir: 
My attention has been called to the 
account in your issue of this morning 
of the funeral of the late Henry Feni- 
more. : : 

In the main that article is quite ac- 
curate and satisfactory. The report of 
my address as the officiating minister 
is liable to serious misconstruction ani 
calls for correction. / 

My reference to the “speed limit” 
was purely incidental, and connected 
itself naturally with other remarks 
upon “the sacredness of human life.” 
In this connection I used words in 
substance as follows: “The Almighty 
God has written into the very consti- 
tution of the human organism a speed 
limit, and in these days when there is 
so strong a tendency to the accelera- 
tion of activities, a word of warning is 
not amiss. Commercially, socially and 
morally, men and women are in dan- 
ger of the inevitable crash which 
sooner or later must come.” I was 
careful to say that my words had in 
them no reference to the beloved and 
honored deceased. 

The unfortunate element in your re- 
porter’s account is that as he has 
stated the matter there is an implica- 
tion that the substance of my address 
was an animadversion upon high 
speed automobilists, whereas, my ref- 
erence was merly in passing and bore 
upon the prevalent tendencies in every 
department of life. My chief emphasis 
was upon the “sacredness of friend- 
ship,” leading up to the exaltation of 
the “friend who sticketh closer than a 
brother.“ To me it seems inexplicawie 
how your reporter could have so far 
misconceived things as to have put 
into my mouth the words he has, 
words the farthest possible from what 
I Wid say, while at the same time ig- 
noring the very point of my whole ad- 
dress. 

The inaccuracy, however, would be of 
small import were it not that it places 
me in the light of abusing my op- 
portunity as a Christian minister by 
attacking a class of persons who were 
present in large numbers, namely the 
automobilists. And aside from the ob-

PEAS MAKE ONIONS GROW. 


Sawtelle Follower of Luther Burbank 
Succeeds in Valuable and Curi- 
ous Experiment. 
SAWTELLE, May 8.—Henry Stener- 
sen, who has been following in the 
footsteps of Luther Burbank for a 
number of years, has succeeded in an 
experiment in his home garden on 
Minnesota avenue at Seventh street 
and believes his discovery could be 
turned to immense profit by growers. 
This season he has succeeded in ninety 
days in developing from the set onions 
which measure but a fraction less 
than six inches across. This he was 
able to accomplish by planting rows 
of peas between the onion rows, the 
former having a tendency to attract 
the growing qualities required. by the 

onions. 

Onions planted at the same time in a 
bed near by and given the same treat- 
ment as to soll and moisture are less 
than an inch through. This demon- 
strates to him that the two vegetables 
should be grown in proximity. He 
makes frequent tests of the soil for 
moisture, and in these experiments 
uses instruments which up the 
soll from a depth of six He 
finds that the best results are obtained 
when there is a moisture of 12 per 
cent., that is to say, where there is 
twelve pounds of water to every 100 
pounds of earth.
